Election/Restriction 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Figure 13, claim 4 in Paper No. 9 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 

CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected embodiment, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 9. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Applicant's admitted 
prior art for the same reason as set forth in Section 10 of the last office action, paper number 10, 
dated 7/16/03. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 12/15/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant asserts on pages 15 and 16 of the Remarks that Applicant's admitted prior art 
fails to disclose the encoding step. However, Figure 31 already illustrates the concept of 
encoding (e.g. 1-4 and 6-9) each of the odd and even number interlaced images in a field 
structure, when the scene change SC is detected between odd and even number interlaced images 
of a frame. 

In response to applicant's argument on pages 16 and 17 of the Remarks that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., the prediction method such as shown in Figure 1 of the present application) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
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specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
